The proper idea of the ol)M;iTanc<; of Sunday is not consistent wilh 


attendance at cheap Ihealrcs or picture shows however unobjectionable. 
These theahes have an opportunity to pre.-ont their ])icliire shows six days 
a week without objection, and thai should be sullicicut to afford everyhodv 
•who ivanls to see them an opportunity of so doing. 


Wn understand l h a t several of Ihe theatres lhat have bmi running 


these picture shows do not wanl to run on Sunday bnl are constrained lo 
run because Hie others, the cheapest, want to run. Thus it would appear 
that the proprietors of Ihe Sunday sl,ows, by nuining on 
Sundays, 
are 


injuring [heir business during Ihe week and paying a 
bonus 
to' Mayor 


Brown's municipal register fun,! into Ihe bargain. They arc in a position 
similar to lhat of (he barbers who worked on Sundays some years ago. 
Jlany of the barbers fell that they would lose business if. they shut down 
on Sundays. 
They decided lo close on Sunday and discovered at once 


that the Sunday business was not lost bnl simply added (o their week clay 
business. There were just as many men to be shaved and as many wanting 
hair cuts during the six working days as Ihere had previously been in sevot" 


There is no reason why a like result should not follow Ihe close of 


the Sunday picture, shows. 
It seems lo us that Ihe people of this cily who 


work during Ihe day can sen all (he picture shows they wnnl to see "in Ihe 
EIX week evenings. 


Let it be understood ilia! we are not in the least disparaging Ihe proper 


and legitimate u»e of the moving picture exhibitions. 
The invention is a 


•wonderful one, and it certainly affords 
many 
sources 
of 
amusement, 


instruction and edification if properly used. 


It can present piciures of travel, of public processions, of races, con- 


tests in the ring, humorous and entertaining episodes in a manner that is 


wholly above criticism; but like Ihe art of printing the invention can also 
be used for improper purposes and so as fo do harm instead oi good. 


Let the shows be ever so good we hold they should not be run as they 


are at present on Sunday. 
Thai is where a good invention is used in a 


harmful way. 


If Mayor Brown brings up any public hearings lo make a play for the 


retention of the Sunday shows, then the citizens may move for an injunction 
to prevent him receiving subsidies from the Sunday picture shows to be 
used as he sees fit in connection with his municipal register. 


There have been ten houses running picture shows on Sundays', and the 


amount which the ordinary ibcalre pays for the privilege of running on Sun- 
day is $25. Thus it will be seen, Mayor Brown has at his command a large 
fund which he can dispense to habitual loafers, ward heelers and men who 
lire receiving aid from the charity board and some of the societies which 
dispense chanty in connection with several of the churches. 
Thus his so 


tailed charity is probably fostering idleness and disipntion instead of aiding 
the deserving poor. 


There will be no criticism of picture shows through Ihe week if they 


nre free from the salacious, (he suggestive and the blood-curdling. 


We arc informed on reliable authoriiy lhat Mayor Brown lias made the 


statement dial the newspapers are paid by Ihe t h e a t r e trust for "knocking" 
ihe moving picture shows. 
Mayor Brown apparently finds it impossible to 


concede that the newspapers ever have or ever bad an honest purpose in 
anything, especially when they happen to differ with him on any particular 
point either in reference (,> himself or otherwise. 
His statement relative lo 


1he papers being paid by a theatre trust for opposing Sunday picture shows 
is a deliberate falsehood, 
lie has a persona! motive in having them run. 


ihe newspapers consider merely ihe mural welfare of the cily in having them 
stop running on Sunday. There may be a theatre trust or there may not.

the young people who attend even it" Hie picture* are all right. 
The five- 


tent show is a new attraction. 
\\'i\ do not object to it on account of the 


price but because (be influence of the resorts on Ihe youth of the eily must 
necessarily be had. al k-asl on Ihe Holy Sabbath. 


The proper idea of ilie observance of Sunday is not consistent with 


attendance al cheap theatres or picture sbows however unobjectionable. 
These theatres; have an opportunity to present their picture shows six days 
a week without objection, and that should he sutlieient to afford everybody 
M'bo wants to sec them an opportunity of so doing. 


We understand thai several of Ihe theatres that have been running 


these picture .shows do not want to run nn Sunday but are constrained to 
run because the others, Ihe cheapest, want to run. 
Thus il would appear 


that the proprietors of the Sunday shows, by running on Sundays, 
are 


injuring their business during the wee]; and paying a 
bonus 
to Mayor 


Brown's municipal register fund into the bargain. They are in a position 
similar fo that of the barbers who worked on Sundays some years ago. 
Many of the barbers felt that (bey would lose business if they shut down 
on Sundays. 
They decided to close on Sunday and discovered at < 


thai the Sunday business was not lost but simply added to their week day 
business. There were just as many men to be shaved and as many wanting 
hair cuts during the six working days as there had previously been in seven. 


There is no reason why a like result should not follow the close of 


the Sunday picture shows. It seems to us that the people of this city who 
work during the day can sec all the picture shows they want to see in the 
six week evenings. 


Let it be understood that we are not in the least disparaging the propet 


and legitimate NSC of the moving picture exhibitions. 
The invention is 


wonderful one, and it certainly affords

of 
amusement 


instruction and edification if properly used. 


It can present pictures of travel, of public processions, of races, con 


tests in the ring, humorous and entertaining episodes in a manner that i: 
wholly above criticism; but like the art of printing the invention can als 
be used for improper purposes and so as to do hnrm instead of good. 


Let the shows be ever so good we hold they should not be run as thej 


are at present on Sunday. 
That is where a good invention is used in a 


harmful way. 


If Mayor Brown brings up any public bearings lo make a piny for th 


retention of the Sunday shows, then the citizens may move for an injunctioi 
to prevent him receiving subsidies from the Sunday picture shows to bi 
used as he sees fit in connection with his municipal register. 


There have been ten houses running picture sbows on Sundays, and th 


umounl which the ordinary theatre pays for Ihe privilege of running on Sun 
day is $25. Thus it will be seen, Mayor Brown has at his command a larg 
fund which he can dispense to habitual loafers, ward heelers and men who 
arc receiving aid from the charity board and some of the societies which 
dispense charity in connection with several of the churches.
